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Residents on 23rd Avenue are puzzled over council’s 
decision to remove any private property from a lane ease¬ 
ment that runs behind their land. 

Currently people park campers and vehicles in the 6.12- 
metre wide easement that runs parallel to the north side 
of the avenue. The town-owned easement is undeveloped 
and has trees running partway through, making the lane 
impassable. 

Gus Dommaseh has parked his trailer in the laneway for 
years and recently stored his son’s car. He got a letter last 
week asking him to remove any personal items by the end 
of May. If he doesn’t, the town will issue a fine, remove his 
property and charge him for removal and stor¬ 
age. 

“I’ll move them, that’s fine,” he said. “It just doesn’t 
make sense why this came about.” 

His question was echoed by other residents along the 
street who said they’ve lived in the area for years and 
never heard any complaints from the town. 

“I just don’t see the point, it doesn’t seem reasonable,” 
said Ernest Fredine, who’s lived in the area for 35 years. 
He doesn’t have any property in the lane but his house 
faces towards the Seal Can Coating Inc. where a line of 
vehicles Ls parked. A row of trees in his yard and a row of 
trees that run in the lane cover the view. “Are they plan¬ 
ning to cut down the trees and clear the land so people 
can drive all the way through?” said Fredine, who has con¬ 
cerns a change of landscape will alter the view. He wants 
to know why council didn't come and talk to neighbours 
to get a sense of how they felt about the lane. He also 
wants to know why they’re being left in the dark about 
what the town plans to do with the lane. 

CAO Roy Brown said currently the town has no plans to 
clear and develop the laneway, but said the town will take 
on responsibility of maintaining the lane. 

“In a perfect world we wouldn’t be worried about it,” 
said Brown, who said up until this year, having vehicles 
parked in the back hasn’t concerned the town. He said it 
came to administration’s attention that having people’s 
property parked on town land is a liability. “Through legal 
seminars we’ve been advised that this issue is causing 
concern and angst in other communities. People's proper¬ 
ty gets damaged and it comes back to the town," he said. 

During a council meeting April 5, council agreed with 
administration’s concerns. 

“My concern with this is we’re allowing people to use 
municipal land in this part of town where in other parts of 
town you can’t use it,” said Coun. LaVar Adams. “It’s a 
municipal area and we’re still liable ... I think that our 
legal advice is probably the best way to go." 

Brown said the bylaw isn’t specifically designed for this 
particular laneway, and added that this was the only area 
where they knew of people parking their vehicles in the 
easements. 

Still, residents aren’t convinced. 

“I understand there’s a lot of alleys in town and we can’t 
block them and so on,” said resident Gary Halfyard. “But 
we have no residents on the other side of us ... and unlike 
most alleys, we take pride in it like it’s our own lawn. They 
said as tine of the remedies they would stick up a sign say¬ 
ing ‘local residents only.’ If it’s only for us, why can’t we 
use it?” 
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club met with council to 
discuss replacement costs 
that came in around 
$80,000.

Council tasked 
with finding funds

Council sat down with 
representatives of Canadian 
Pacific Railway (CPR) last 
week to determine who 
should have to finance road 
upgrades to the rail line. 

Representatives from 
CPR announced in February 
they would be doing rail 
upgrades throughout 
Didsbury, replacing the 
lines, now 25 years old, with 
newer, stronger lines in 
anticipation of future 
growth. Council heard the 
news after budget delibera¬ 
tions and were irked such 
little notice was given, to 
allow time for them to budg¬ 
et the expense. 

On Tuesday night, when 
three reps met in council 
chambers, they were 
adamant that the costs fall 
on council. 

“There are certain roles 
and responsibilities the rail¬ 
way has and road authority 


has,” said Doug Younger, 
public works manager for 
CPR. “The Canadian 
Transportation Agency is 
regulator on that and they 
set up guidelines to ensure 
parties all across the coun¬ 
try are treater! fairly ... The 
guidelines that the agency 
sets up also reflect roles and 
responsibilities each party 
has to take in the road and 
rail crossing area,” he said. 

For Didsbury, council will 
have t o budget the costs for 
road upgrades at three 
crossings in town located at 
7th Avenue, 15th Avenue 
and 20th Avenue. Range 
Road 2.0 would fall under 
Alberta Transportation. 
Upgrades include pavement 
repairs, road closures, snow 
removal and traffic detour, 
and early estimates came in 
around $50,000. 

“Someone had this capital 
plan in their hat longer than 
January. Sorry. But some¬ 
thing like this takes more 
planning than that. Now we 
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have to find the dollars and 
it’s a hardship on the com¬ 
munity," said Coun. (layle 
Veno after CPR reps said 
notice of the work came in 
February because they only 
got the approval in January. 

CAO Roy Brown echoed 
Veno’s statement and asked 
the three men how they 
could compensate the town. 

Younger said CP was 
already offering compensa¬ 
tion by covering an $18,000 
job for maintenance along 
the 15th Avenue crossing 
that they could charge the 
town. 

“I feel for you guys,” said 
Kevin Hrysak, media rela¬ 
tions, ;ifter hearing council’s 
frustration about lack of 
communication “We want 
to work together and need 
to work together to run safe¬ 
ly though your town.” He 
told council he hopes to 
continue working on open¬ 
ing the lint's of communica¬ 
tion. 

“All of us are a little frus¬ 
trated we didn’t get at least a 
little bit of notice to find 
funds," said Veno after the 
weekend. “I’m pleased, 
though, that we opened the 
lines of communication,” 
she said. The town wants to 
redevelop areas of town 
along 19th Street and will 
need the cooperation of CP, 
she said. 

The rail project started 
last year with line replace¬ 
ment from Calgary to 
Airdrie. This year, they hope 
to work on lines north of 
Airdrie to Olds. Council did¬ 
n’t make any decisions on 
Tuesday about where they’ll 
get the funds from, but will 
be looking into grant 
options.

satisfaction and disillusionment. 

At a cost of about $300 million, the campaign 
has played out largely as predicted, with all par¬ 
ties basically sticking to the exact positions they 
held before the race began and voters wondering 
if the price has really been worth paying. 

The fact that there was no one critical issue fac¬ 
ing the nation has made this campaign very much 
like the one in 2008, with the Conservatives call¬ 
ing on voters to take the plunge and finally give 
Mr. Harper the majority he’s been after for years. 

On the other side the Liberals and NDPs have 
once again made keeping majority power out of 
Harper’s hands one of their absolute top priori¬ 
ties. 

And, as in the 2008 campaign, the various par¬ 
ties have made widespread use of scare tactics, 
both in speeches and in political advertising. 

In particular, TV ads from the Conservatives and 
Liberals have been anything but civil, with the 
Tories claiming time and again that only majority 
power can save Canada from a dreaded coalition 
controlled by the separatist Bloc Quebecois. 

The Liberals, on the other hand, have been 
equally vigorous in their attacks on the Tories, 
with their TV ads claiming Stephen Harper only 
wants a majority Parliament so he can push his 
right-wing agenda without the meddlesome oppo¬ 
sition gett ing in his way. 

Yet is it really surprising that the fight between 
the Liberals and Conservatives has been so bitter? 
A quick glance at any Question Period session in 
the House of Commons over the last seven years 
will show the very same outright hostility 
between Grits and Tories. 

Regardless of how things turn out on May 2, 
there can be little doubt that the next Parliament 
will carry over much of the same outright hostili¬ 
ty that has been so widespread on the campaign 
trail, particularly at the national leadership 
level. 

Many Canadian voters have become cynical and 
jaded about politics, and can anyone blame them? 

With a provincial election now on the horizon, 
West Central Alberta residents might be wonder¬ 
ing if they will very soon be in for a big helping of 
more of the same down-and-dirty politics. 

Yet wouldn’t it be nice if the Alberta candidates 
focused their attention, not on slamming their 
opponents at every turn, but on making a concert¬ 
ed effort to hear voter concerns and adjust their 
policies, programs and proposals accordingly? 
That would certainly be a nice and welcome 
change.

preposterous two weeks ago when 
Sherman first announced his allega¬ 
tions now seems possible, given the 
government’s lack of action on the 
matter and the presence of a settled 
lawsuit in which a former thoracic 
surgeon claimed he was bullied out 
of his job for pushing for more 
resources.

Quality Council of Alberta would 
review 322 complaints of compro¬ 
mised care that had been raised by 
Alberta Medical Association section 
president Dr. Paul Parks. 

While on the surface it might seem 
like Stelmach is caving to the opposi¬ 
tion demands, the nature of the 
health council review is enough to 
create douhts about whether 
Albertans will learn the truth about 
patient care in Alberta.

Roles of administration and council

When 1 got married I 
thought 1 would have more 
power than I actually did. 

When I became mayor of 
Didsbury, much the same 
thing happened. 

So 1 am not surprised 
when people don’t under¬ 
stand the roles of mayor, 
council members and town 
administration. It is quite a 
confusing organization and 
roles are not always clearly 
defined. 

Because roles are not 
always clearly defined, it is 
important for council and 
administration to work well 
together and have a com¬ 
mon vision for the town. 

The Municipal 

Government Act of the 
Province of Alberta sets out 
the roles of council, the 
mayor and the chief admin¬ 
istrative officer. 


The mayor’s anti council¬ 
lors’ jobs are to work with 
other members of council 
to set the overall direction 
of the municipality. 
Council does this by setting 
policies, passing bylaws, 
developing the yearly budg¬ 
et for the municipality and 
then determining the tax 
rate for the town. As a 
council, we spend consid¬ 
erable time debating poli¬ 
cies. Some examples of 
policies that council has 
debated in recent years 
include: late payment 

penalties for utilities, emer¬ 
gency vehicle operations 
and communicating with 
the public. Council is con¬ 
cerned for the well-being, 
welfare and interests of the 
municipality as a 
whole. 

Council also passes 
bylaws. Bylaws are much 
more stringent than poli¬ 


cies, and bylaws carry 
penalties for not complying 
whereas policies do not 
specify penalties. An exam¬ 
ple of a bylaw, and it also 



happens to be the most 
contentious hylaw we have 
in Didsbury, is the two-hour 
parking bylaw. 

Council members really 
are the rule-makers but 
even then, council is 
restricted from making 


rules that come under the 
jurisdiction of provincial or 
federal levels of govern¬ 
ment. Environmental 
issues, for example, come 
under both federal and 
provincial jurisdictions. 
This means the town is reg¬ 
ulated as to what water we 
can discharge into the 
Rosebud River. Council 
has been in dialogue with 
the province for years on 
why the town cannot dis¬ 
charge our lagoon water 
into the Rosebud River 
twice a year instead of once 
a year. The town contends 
that the quality of our dis¬ 
charge is better than what 
Is already coming down the 
river, but the province says 
“no” and we have to listen. 

The mayor does have 
some additional duties 
which include acting as 
chairperson of council, try¬ 
ing to work with all council 


members to achieve con¬ 
sensus, liaising with the 
chief administrative officer 
and senior staff as well as 
meeting with representa¬ 
tives of other levels of gov¬ 
ernment to keep our MI-A 
and MI’ apprised of issues 
important to Didsbury and 
its residents. 

Many citizens think that 
council hires and fires town 
staff and that is wrong. 
Council only has one 
employee and that is the 
chief administrative officer. 
Only the town chief admin¬ 
istrative officer can fire 
town staff. So when some¬ 
one complains to me about 
a town employee and why, 
as mayor or council mem¬ 
ber, don’t we fire the per¬ 
son, they need to know that 
mayor and council can only 
hire and fire one person 
and that is the chief admin¬ 
istrative officer. 


The chief administrative 
officer is responsible for 
carrying out the policies 
that are enacted by council. 

The CAO hires staff and 
is responsible for the day- 
to-day operations of the 
municipality. 

We all have different 
roles but we all have the 
same goal - working to 
achieve what is best for 
Didsbury. 

It is important that the 
mayor, council, the CAO 
and staff work well togeth¬ 
er because then all of our 
time can be devoted to 
serving the community and 
not spending time deciding 
who is supposed to do 
what. 

Actually, working on 
council is a lot like being 
married. The better we get 
along, the more enjoyable 
the experience and the 
better job we do.

Didsbury’s Sage Jackson Ls 
excited ;uul nervous for his 
upcoming provincial compe¬ 
tition.

over Allrerta, and worried. 
But it's exciting to have the 
chance to go," he said. 

Jackson, a multi-talented 
musician has played piano 
for six years, has also taken 
up guitar and Iregan vocal 
training two years ago. He 
said music is a big part of his 
life, with siblings, mom and 
grandma also involved in 
music. 

Piano and vocals tie as his 
favourite musical endeavour 
and he practises l>oth almost 
every day. 

The provincials, the 
Allrerta Music Festival held 
in Edmonton, will feature 
performers at all levels and 
ages.

Spending part of her 
adult life writing scientific 
protocols for her job with 
Global Emission Solutions 
Inc., Marjorie Malinowski 
of Didsbury is now in the 
process of crafting her 
third fiction book. 

“It wasn’t written for 
anything else than for 
someone to be able to sit 
back and read about what 
happens in a family," said 
Malinowski of her first 
book Not Your Time , that’s 
just been published and is 
now out for sale. 

The novel follows a 


woman named Ann who 
has just been released 
from the hospital after 
undergoing open-heart sur¬ 
gery. Se realizes her time 
on earth is limited, and she 
sets about preparing her 
husband of 50 years and 
children to carry on with¬ 
out her. 

Malinowski credits the 
idea that started her first 
novel to a dream she had 
when on a flight to Bosnia, 
where she often travels for 
work. 

“I stay at a nice place 
there that overlooks the 
river. I usually go for a 
walk every night but it was 
raining and I didn’t feel like 


working. So I started writ¬ 
ing what 1 dreamed about 
and it became a relaxing 
thing to do every evening,” 
she said. 

The dream was about a 
tornado - something 
Malinowski experienced a 
few days before flying out 
to Bosnia after she 
stopped in Arkansas to 
visit her daughter-in-law. 
' ll was 300 feet off the 
ground, right above the 
house. It sounds like 
you’re standing right next 
to a train.” 

Malinowski wrote her 
first nine chapters, where 
the character revisits her 
past and remembers 


adopting two children 
after their parents wen- 
killed by a tornado. When 
she returned to Canada she 
put the writing away and 
forgot about it for a while 
until she rediscovered it 
when cleaning the house. 

“I took it with me on a 
camping trip and had my 
daughter read it. She loved 
it and wanted to know 
what would happen next,” 
she explained, crediting 
her daughter and daughter- 
in-law with pushing her to 
finish the book. 

“I just find myself now 
thinking about the charac¬ 
ters before I go to sleep at 
night - what are they 
doing? Where should I take 
them next?” she said. 
Malinowski just finished 
the first draft of her sec¬ 
ond book, Pennies from 
Heaven and said she’s 
started work on a third. 

The three books are part 
of a series with the last two 
following the lives of Ann’s 
children. 

“I wanted a book my 
friends and their children 
could read and be proud 
of. I wanted to do some¬ 
thing I wouldn’t be 
ashamed of." Malinowski 
said elements of herself, 
including her faith, are 
woven into the plot. 

Malinowski’s book came 
out last month and is avail¬ 
able for sale at Didsbury 
Value Dnig Mart as well as 
online for ebooks via 
Amazon. She’ll be at Value 
Drug Mart May 7 for sign¬ 
ing.
